PROPOSED AMENDMENTS THE DIVISION BY-LAWS 


Article the Divisional By-Laws provides that amendment the By-Laws will 
proposed the Executive Committee. indicated the last Newsletter, the Executive 
Committee its mid-year meeting concluded that certain changes the standards 
membership for the Division should presented the Divisional members for vote.

which shall close not less than one month after the publication the proposed amendment.

BACKGROUND THE PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 


For almost two years special Sub-Committee Membership Standards has been considering 

the philosophies underlying membership Division 12. the deliberations this 
Sub-Committee have been added the experiences and troubles various Membership Com- 

ittees, which have felt that the present statement membership requirements the 

By-Laws does not necessarily reflect the standards which should govern their activities. 
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The questions what constitutes "qualifying" experience the clinical field, what 
place emphasis should given experience research and teaching the clinical 
field, and the rather special position persons who apply abnormal rather than 
clinical psychology have arisen perennially. These issues have been specifically explored 
committees, and members this Division reports and letters published the 
Divisional Newsletter. Taking all these reactions and attitudes into account, the 
Executive Committee has made two major decisions regarding changes membership standards: 


has continued accept the principle that the Divisional By-Laws should stated 
the most general terms possible; consequently the by-law changes proposed are stated 
general rather than specific terms. 


The Executive Committee has felt that each Membership Committee should have more 
concrete lists requirements which operate, and that the membership should aware 
these requirements. The specific requirements, however, should expected change 
with time and susceptible evaluation and judgment Membership Committees. There- 
fore, these specific requirements are NOT proposed part the By-Law changes; rather 
they are listed Page this Newsletter for the information members the Division 
and for the guidance next year's Membership Committee. 


Those By-Law changes which are asking you vote involve only two alterations 
membership requirements: 


The Executive Committee recommending that the pathway membership 

the Division abolished. This line with steady decrease the number appli- 
cants for this sort membership over the years. There has never been more than hand-

This means that the words "and abnormal" would omitted from the By-Laws wherever 
they occur. Specifically, this would mean the name the Division, the description 
its purposes, and the description both Fellow and Associate membership.

During our study this matter, have discovered that one relatively minor 
respect the By-Laws this Division are variance with those the AFA. The AFA 
By-Laws, course, supersede those any Division; consequently, must automatically 
alter the phraseology two statements our present Article II. The point involved here 
that designating persons who are Fellows the APA. According the 1951 APA 
By-Law changes, Fellows are designated Fellows the Association, and not "Fellow 

such and such." two instances the Division By-Laws designate persons "Fellow 

Clinical Psychology." have changed those statements the following: 


Article Section part (d): "In accordance with the By-Laws the APA, persons 
elected Fellows the Division shall nominated the Association for election 
Fellows the APA, they not already hold Fellow status the APA." 


Article II, Section part (b): "For nomination Fellow the Division, satisfactory 
evidence

The following principles were adopted those which will guide the 
Membership Committee during processing application blanks: 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR FELLOWSHIP 


The necessary five years its accumulated equivalent relevant experience shall consist 
of: 


(a) minimum two years its accumulated equivalent appropriate setting. 
setting" shall defined setting where inter-disciplinary work 
going forward. Such setting should include physician. Examples would hospitals, 
outpatient clinics, child guidance centers, community agencies, and correctional 
institutions. 


Three the five years may from one any combination the following: 


Clinical, child development, personality research. 
Teaching graduate clinical courses where indirectly the applicant 
has been contact with case materials and test results normals with scholastic 
emotional problems, patients with more acute problems. 

Supervision clinical work students field installations. 


(c) One the five years may from independent practice only the applicant 


has first satisfied the requirement under (a) above, and the independent practice 
satisfies the Code Ethics the American Psychological Association. 


FOR ASSOCIATESHIP 


The necessary two years relevant experience its accumulated equivalent shall include 
one year "appropriate setting" defined above. The relevance the second year 
shall left the evaluation the membership committee.

Cards received soon after this announcement and 
whatever date necessary set termination point will form the basis topic 
selection. About five topics will selected, and multiple sessions arranged for each.
